The convention seekers and support­ 
ers of candidates worked hard, but 
the thousands of old soldiers in the 
city had more important matters to 
attend to. “If amusement interferes 
with your business, cut out the busi­ 
ness," is the motto of the veterans, 
and they are living dp to IL The en­ 
campment is, first of all, a holiday 
and the visitors do not allow their 
dignity as warriors to spoil their 
splashing in the lake, their rambling 
amid historic scenes and their post­ 
card signal service to distant friends. 
Thousands of veterans and the 
army nurses were entertained tree of 
charge by the management of the 
Saltair pavilion at the lakeside. Oth­ 
er thousands put in the day seeing 
the sights of the city. 
The Association of Union Ex-Pris- 
oners of War held their business ses­ 
sion with National Commander Harry 
White of Pennsylvania presiding. Ex­ 
ecutive councils of the Woman’s Re­ 
lief Corps and other auxiliary bodies 
also devoted a part of the day to rou­ 
tine labor.

Judge Witten Completes Drawings in 
Idaho. 
Coeur d’Alele, Ida., Aug. ll.—Judge 
Witten has completed the drawing 
for the Coeur d’Alene reservation. 
There was not the same enthusiasm 
as was manifest on the first day, 
probably due to the fact that lambers 
after 15,000 are considered of little 
value. 
Many persons called at the land 
office to confirm the announcement 
that they had won. The first rejec­ 
tion of an application occurred when 
the name of A. D. Boughman of Char­ 
lotte, Mich., was read. 
It was rejected on the ground that 
the notary public did not specify that 
'he was authorized to make out pa­ 
pers for land drawing. Out of the 
3,000 drawn this is found to be tho 
only one not properly executed. 
Word from the camps of the ap­ 
praisers who are on the Coeur d’Alene 
reservation state that the land will 
be appraised in plenty of time for fil­ 
ing in April, 1910. 
Next Monday the drawing for Spo­ 
kane reservation begins.

Constantinople, 
Aug. 
ll.—The 
Greek reply to Turkey’s notes con­ 
cerning Crete has been received and 
will be discussed by the cabinet min­ 
isters today. It is reported that the 
government 
is 
dissatisfied 
with 
Greece’s answer and will recall her 
minister from Athens on an Indefinite 
leave of absence. 
The boycott against Greeks and 
Greek goods is extending in the 
provinces.

New York, Aug. ll.—A disastrous 
fire swept through the heart of Mon­ 
ticello, u famous summer resort, and 
the county s£eat of Sullivan eounty, 
Secor ding to a dispatch to the New 
York American. The dispatch says 
that the business section of the town 
has been destroyed, together with ho­ 
tels and boarding houses, driving hun­ 
dreds of summer residents into the 
streets. 
Aid was summoned from Middle­ 
town. Port Jervis and Liberty, but at 
last accounts -it was reported that the 
flames were still gaining headway. 
The town was cut off from outside 
communication by the burning of. tele­ 
phone and telegraph wires and a 
shortage of water made the firemen, 
who were aided by summer residents, 
practically powerless. 
The flames originated in a power 
house in the rear of the Palatine 
House and swept quickly up the main 
street, 
sweeping practically 
every- 
thlag on both sides in Its path for a 
distance of half a mile. The Man­ 
sion House, a hotel, was destroyed, 
as was the Palatine. 
From the meager information which 
reached here, the village was prac­ 
tically gutted and dynamite alone 
served to check the flames in places. 
Monticello is a famous summer re­ 
sort and while it has a normal popu­ 
lation of about 2,000, this number is 
greatly increased by those who make 
their summer homes there. 


TERRORIZED

People of Clay Center, Kan., Chased 
Off the Street. 
Clay Center, Ran., Aug. ll.—For 
two hours the people of this town 
were terrorized by eleven elephants 
which escaped from a show and 
stampeded through the streets.

The elephant at once began 
to trumpet and breaking from its 
keeper, ran away. The other ten 
elephants followed. Before the ele­ 
phants were finally captured, a show­ 
man was knocked from a horse and 
seriously hurt.

Mrs, Rose Sutton Parker on 
Witness Stand 


Shot by a Former Convict. 
Middletown, N. Y., Aug. ll.—Daniel 
A. Fenton, proprietor of the Elberton 
hotel here, was shot and fatally 
wounded on the street. His assail­ 
ant, believed to be aa ex-convict 
named McSorley of New York, after 
sending two bullets Into Mr. Fenton’s 
body turned the revolver on himself 
and inflicted a fatal wound in his 
head. Fenton said he once sat on a 
jury that sent McSorley to prison. 


Na Clue to Murderers. 
Rochester, N. Y., Aug. ll.—Neither 
the inquest into the murder of Anna 
Schumacher nor the search that has 
been continued by county and city 
police officers has afforded anything 
like a substantial due to the men 
who assaulted and brutally killed the

ON INTERVIEW WITH MUMS 


Sister of Young Oregon Officer Recol­ 
lects Several Points That Lieuterv 
Adams Fails to Remember-—Posi­ 
tive in Her Statements as to What 
Was Said. 


Annapolis, Md., Aug. ll.—Mrs. Rose 
Sutton Parker, whose testimony has 
been looked forward to as of sur­ 
passing Interest In the death on Oct. 
13, 1907, of her brother, Lieutenant 
James N. Sutton, Jr., was the center 
of attraction at the session of the 
court of inquiry. She took the stand 
smilingly, was a willing witness and 
demonstrated clearly that her mem­ 
ory of her interview with Lieutenant 
Adams shortly after her brother’s 
death was much better than was the 
recollection on the same points of 
Lieutenant Adams. 
His testimony as to what was said 
during this six-hour interview was 
very largely “I do not remember" In 
character. 
Mrs. Parker was positive in her 
statements as to what was said and 
done. It was notable from her testi­ 
mony that whether or not Adams and 
Sutton were friends, Adams and Mrs. 
Parker parted most amicably after a 
little dinner party lasting a couple of 
hours and ending about midnight at a 
local restaurant at which Adams was 
one.ef Mrs. Parker’s guests. It was 
remarked, too, that Mr. Birney, coun­ 
sel for Lieutenant Adams, did not 
press Mrs. Parker to any extent on 
crosB-elamination. Indeed it may be 
said that this feature of the day was 
a distinct disappointment and Mrs. 
Parker herself expressed afterward 
as having been one of the most keen­ 
ly disappointed. She said that abe 
had expected to be able to say a great 
many things to Mr. Birney that her 
own counsel could not bring out on 
direct examination. 
There was a period of recalling 
witnesses during which Colonel Doy­ 
en, commandant of marines, Lieuten­ 
ant Willing and Lieutenant Adams 
again took the stand. The two first 
named cleared up points of minor im­ 
portance. 
lieutenant Adams was grilled for 
a time by Mr. Davis. He was made 
to lie on the big table about which the 
court sits, and pantomime the firing 
of the fatal shot. 
In his demonstration he used an 
unloaded service revolver and as he 
Illustrated it, the bullet must have 
entered Sutton’s head at a different 
point and from a different direction 
than was indicated by Surgeons Cook 
and Pickrell. As Lieutenant Adams 
pointed the weapon the ball would in 
all probability have come out of the 
lieutenant’s forehead from the back 
of tho head. Surgeon Cook testified 
that the course of the bullet was 
downward and backward.

FINANCIER 
JAILED 


Involved In Deal That Nipped F. Au­ 
gustus Heinze. 
New York, Aug. ll.—Donald L. 
Persch, an ambitious young financier 
whose offices constituted merely desk 
room in a down town note broker’s 
office, is In the Tombs in default of 
$50,000 hall and thereby hangs a tale 
of tangled finance through 
which 
somebody In Wall street nipped F. 
Augustus 
Heinze, 
one-time 
copper 
king, for $40,000. Persch is charged 
with the larceny of $40,000, a profit 
obtained by the sale of 15,600 shares 
of Ohio Copper common, and 4,600 
shares of Davis-Daly copper common, 
which an agent for Heinze placed with 
the Windsor Trust company of this 
city as security for a loan of $50,000. 
In the same manner, as yet unex­ 
plained, the stock was not held by 
the bank, but was turned over to a 
clerk acting for Persch and at the 
latter’s orders, thrown on the curb 
market and sold for approximately 
$90,000. How Persch obtained the 
capital to carry through the deal, and 
why the stock was relinquished by 
the trust company are points to be 
cleared.

Pioneer Bicycle Manufacturer Pattee 
Away. 
Boston, Aug. ll.—Colonel Albert A. 
Pope, the pioneer bicycle manufac­ 
turer of the United States and well 
known as one of the first advocates 
of the existing good roads system, 
Sled at his summer home in Cohasset. 
Colonel Pope had been In ill health 
for months, due to the breakdown of 
hit nervous system, which followed 
the financial embarrassment of his 
company, the largest concern of the 
kind In the country, which had Its 
headQttarters in Hartford, Conn. 
- Albert A. Pope was been ta Boston, 
Mass., May 20, 1843. He started his 
business career as a clerk in a local 
shoe findings store at $4 per week. In 
1876 the first imported bicycles be­ 
gan to make their appearance In this 
country and Colonel Pope, seeing an 
opportunity, decided to start manu­ 
facturing wheels. The venture proved 
a success from the start. A craze for 
bicycles, that even the high price of 
the early machines could not stem, 
swept over the country and in the 
very first few years of his business 
Colonel Pope amassed a fortune. The 
sudden drop in the bicycle boom a 
few years ago, however, caused him 
financial embarrassment.

Reading of It in Court Causes a Sen­ 


sation—’Letters of the Witness That 


Were Read at Closed Session on 


Saturday Are Made Public— Express 


Mrs. Sutton's Belief as to Events 


Incident to Her 8on*s Death. 


Annapolis, Md., Aug. IO.—The fea­ 
ture of the day’s meeting of the board 
of inquiry which is investigating the 
death of Lieutenant James N. Sutton, 
U. S. M. C., was thp testimony of the 
dead officer’s mother. A sensation 
was also caused by the reading of tho 
record of last Saturday’s session which 
had been conducted in secret. 
No sooner had Mrs. Sutton taken 
the stand to testify than Major Leon­ 
ard, judge advocate, commanded that 
the letters of Mr3. Sutton read at 
tiic closed session on last Saturday 
be read in public, along with the rec­ 
ord of the whole meeting. 
“We have boca accustomed to hold­ 
ing star chambers sessions,” declared 
the judge-advocate, "and besides there 
are sundry other mothers who are 
enlitled to know why their sons are 
accused of crime.” 
A wrangle ensued. 
Lawyer Davis, 
counsel for Mrs. Sutton, did not offer 
an open objection to the reading x>f 
the letters, but he argued against the 
necessity of making them known, in­ 
asmuch as they had no actual bear­ 
ing on the evidence in the investiga­ 
tion. The public reading at this time 
would 
merely 
be 
catering 
to 
a 
purient curiosity, he contended. The 
letters were four in number, and they 
were written to H. M. Swartz, a 
clerk in the marine corps paymaster’s 
office In Washington, D. C., by Mrs. 
Sutton. 


Conspiracy Against Sutton. 
Eventually the court decided that 
they be read. 
In the letters Mrs. Sut­ 
ton in a dramatic manner declared 
that her son’s companions conspired 
at Carvel Hall to beat the young lieu­ 
tenant; that Lieutenant Utley was 
the prime mover; that he, Adams and 
Osterman set upon Sutton and beat 
him until he was almost dead and 
that her son was shot to cover the 
alleged vicious attack upon him. 
The letters, summed up briefly, 
might he described as the expression 
of Mrs. Sutton’s fixed beliefs as to 
the 
events 
incident to her son’s 
death, entirely aside from the questions 
of tho adequacy on the ground for 
such beliefs. 
They contained little 
that was really new, though showing 
very bitter feeling on her part against 
a number of the officers of the marine 
corps and bristled with condemnations 
of Sutton’s brother officers and the 
findings of the first inquest relative to 
Sutton’s 
death. Yet, as 
was true 
of her verbal testimony, they showed 
Mrs. Sutton to be very much in 
earnest and strong in her convictions. 
Under the cross-examination that fol­ 
lowed, Mrs. Sutton bore herself ex­ 
tremely well. 
Three more witnesses were sum­ 
moned. 
One of them is a resident of 
this city, Charles H. Russell, another 
Is Coropral Todd, corporal of the 
guard on the night of Lieutenant Sut­ 
ton’s death, and who was present in 
the office of the officer of the guard 
when Lieutenant Utley reported to 
Lieutenant Bevan according to the 
testimony that Lieutenant Sutton was 
creating trouble in the camp. The 
third 
witness is a Washingtonian 
whose name was not divulged at the 
session of the court.

He 
has had all the opportunity In _the 


world to exact an exorbitant toll from 
the public and yet he charges less for 
oil than is paid every day for common 
water. 
“I say the United States government 
could do no better than profit by the 
example of a business man so astute 
and who so well conserves national 
resources.”

HOTTEST DAY OF THE YEAR 


Official Thermomter Registers Nine 


ty-three Degrees in Goths rn— Hot 


ter at Coney Island Than In the 


City Itself— Six Deaths Due to the 


Excessive Heat in Philadelphia. 


New York, Aug. IO.—The therm ome 
ter of the local weather bureau regis­ 
tered 93 degrees at 3 o’clock In the 
afternoon, the hottest day of the sum 
mer, and within three degrees of the 
hottest August day ever recorded here 
by the department. 
Parks, recreation piers, city docks 
and other open spots were crowded at 
night with sleepers, watched over by 
the police, and the tem perature was 
still above 80. 
Hundreds 
of

sought 
Coney Island and the beaches for re 
lief, but by an irony of nature it was 
95 degrees at Coney Island when it 
was 93 in New York. Prostrations 
wore continually being reported by 
the city hospitals and fire persons— 
four infants and one old m an—died 
from the heat at the seashore. 


Philadelphia, Aug. IO.—The mercury 
in tbe official therm om eter reached 
98 degrees here, while many instru­ 
ments in the streets showed a tem­ 
perature above the IOO m ark.

deaths were due to the excessive heat. 
Throughout the state the suffering 
from the heat and the lack of rain 
has been great. 
Fierce forest fires 
are raging in Lycoming county.

YOUNG MAN ELECTROCUTED

of the very apex of that structure, 
plunged

Turkish Minister a Formal Reply 


to the Porte’s Note Regarding the 


Annexation Agitation in Crqte. 


Canea, Island of Crete, Aug. IO.— 
The Greek flag which was run up 
over the fortress and the Cretan mili­ 
tary barracks here on July 27, the day 
after the evacuation of the island by 
the International troops, was lowered 
as a result of the protest of the four 
protecting powers. 


Athens, Aug. IO.—The Greek gov­ 
ernm ent has handed to the Turkish 
m inister a formal reply to the porter 
note of several days ago, which asked 
Greece to express her disapproval of 
the annexation agitation in Crete and 
formally to declare Rhat she had no 
ambitions regarding the island. 
The reply is a lengthy document. 
It protests formally against the com­ 
plaints contained in the Turkish note 
and gives instances of Greece’s con­ 
stant endeavor to m aintain frank and 
friendly relations with Turkey and to 
draw; closer the bonds uniting the two 
countries. It recalls the enthusiasm 
with which the Greek element in Tur­ 
key worked for the triumph of the 
constitutional regime there and points 
out that had Greece cherished the de­ 
signs attributed to her she would 
have tried to profit by the trials and 
difficulties against which the new 
Turkish government has been con­ 
tending. Instead, the note declares, 
Greece has done and still wishes to 
do all in her power for the appease­ 
ment of Turkey and for peace. 


BIG STRIKE MAY COLLAPSE 


Indications

Trouble 
In 
Sweden Seon W ill End. 
Stockholm, Aug. IO.—The streets 
of Stockholm present a livelier aspect 
than on any day since the general 
strike began. 
Many carts and street 
cars are plying their trade, despite 
the threats of the strikers that they 
would stop all traffic. King Gustave 
drove through the city, passing before 
the strikers’ headquarters. He was 
without an escort. 
The gas and electric plants are 
working without interruption and it 
seems doubtful whether the employes 
of the railroads will join the move­ 
ment. Rumors are again in circula­ 
tion concerning a probable collapse of 
the strike, the workmen being dis­ 
satisfied with the strike and the 
methods emplopgd by their leaders in 
carrying it on. In many instances the 
men are refusing to obey orders to 
go out. In any case the strike fund 
is not strong enough to support the 
movement longer than a fortnight 
without causing great distress.

cepted on either side the several con­ 
ferences which were held during the 
day justified the conclusion that a 
settlem ent of the controversy without 
a strike is only a few days off. 
The union leaders refused the first 
offer made by the railway officials— 
that of a graded scale giving the 30 
cents an hour maximum to those men 
who have been in the service fifteen 
years. The union men then put up 
the proposition of an increase of I 
cent an hour at once and an increase 
of 2 cents an hour next year, and this 
proposition now is being considered 
by the presidents of the two compa­ 
nies.
